New Meeting House Is a Work in Progress —

At its monthly meeting on November 21, 2005, the Board of Directors unani- 
mously approved the concept of renovating the old gatehouse to create a new 
meeting house for members of the Surf Pines Association. Then, at the An- 
nual Meeting on August 5, 2006, the members of the association approved by 
a vote of 92 to 4.a budget that included $25,000 for renovating the old gate- 
house into the new meeting house. Now the new meeting house is a work in 
progress. 


Outside, the old house is being renovated with new cedar-shake siding; and 
new landscaping and additional parking are planned. Inside, the old house is 
being renovated to provide a sizable new meeting room, plus a small kitchen 
and a restroom. 


When the renovation is complete, the new meeting house will provide a site in 
Surf Pines not only for monthly board meetings and committee meetings, but 
also for other meetings of members of the association, including such diverse 
groups as hikers and quilters. On a scheduled basis, the new meeting house 
will be available for the use of all members. 


Renovation is progressing under the direction of Don Kruger, President, and 
Ken Weber, Chairperson of the Roads and Grounds Committee. (Continued on

Because Don and Ken and members of the committee, including Al Beck, Wayne Fleming, Dave 
Lukens, and Bob McWhirter have done much of the work themselves as volunteers, the renovation is 
on budget. More volunteers are welcome. To volunteer, contact Don Kruger. (For contact information, 
see page 8.) Don anticipates that the new meeting house in Surf Pines will be ready for members of the 
association and their meetings in the spring of 2007. 


Editors’ note: Readers of Sand Dunes to Surf Pines, the history of Surf Pines by member Alice Gustafson, know that the 
new meeting house is, in fact, old. In her book, Alice shows a photograph of the building when it was located in Seaside in 
1948. At that time, it was the realty office for the Seaside Gearhart Land Company from which Barney Lucas offered ocean- 
front 5-acre tracts in Surf Pines for $3,000 and ocean-front 10-acre tracts in Surf Pines for $5,000. In 1950, the building was 
moved from Seaside to its current location in Surf Pines. There, it was Bill Manion’s official realty office for Surf Pines and 
the unofficial guardhouse from which he controlled access to Surf Pines. The building became the gatehouse in 1989 when 
the gates were installed in Surf Pines. In other words, some of the history of old Surf Pines is housed within the new meeting 


house.

Speed Limit Enforced on the Roads of Surf Pines

Because drivers share the narrow roads of Surf Pines with 
bicyclists, runners, joggers, walkers, children at play, elk, 
deer, and other wildlife, the posted speed limit on the roads 
is 25 miles per hour. That you know. 


What you might not know is that, because the roads of Surf 
Pines are private property, owned by the association, no 
agency of either state or local government enforces the speed 
limit. 

Because neither the Clatsop County Sheriff's Department 
nor any other governmental agency enforces a speed limit on 
private property, the association enforces the speed limit 
itself. According to Article 8.1.a of the Bylaws of the Surf 
Pines Association, “The Board of Directors shall have the 
power to adopt and publish rules and regulations governing 
the use of common properties and facilities provided by the 
association, and the personal conduct of members and their 





guests thereon, and to establish penalties for the infraction thereof.” 


The association posts regulatory signs along the roads of Surf Pines to indicate that the speed limit is 25 
miles per hour. Near each gate, it posts a sign to indicate that the speed limit is enforced by radar. And 
in each issue of the Breeze, it publishes a news item to indicate that the speed limit is 25 miles per hour 
and that this speed limit is enforced by radar. 


The association employs an off-duty deputy sheriff to monitor speed with radar. If the radar establishes 
that a driver is exceeding the speed limit, then the deputy sheriff reports the driver to the association. 
The association notifies the driver of its intention to levy an assessment as the penalty for exceeding the 
speed limit and provides an opportunity for the driver to request a hearing before the board to justify 
speeding in his or her particular case. If the driver’s justification for exceeding the speed limit is re- 
jected or if the driver waives the hearing, then an assessment is levied based on the schedule of fees cur- 
rently in use by Oregon courts: 


MPH in Excess of Posted Speed = Assessment 


1-10 $94 

11-20 $141 
21-30 $237 
Over 30 $421 


Five drivers have been reported recently for exceeding the speed limit on the roads of Surf 
Pines. Each driver has been notified of the association’s intent to levy an assessment, pending any re- 
quest for a hearing.

An Automobile Accident Unreported

On December 22, 2006, at approximately 8:00 p.m., a driver drove 
off the road at the curve where Manion Drive and Ocean Drive inter- 
sect. The driver’s automobile struck the fire hydrant that was ap- 
proximately 20 feet from the road, pushed the heavy hydrant ap- 
proximately 12 feet, and hit a tree that is approximately 6 feet fur- 
ther from the road. That the automobile is a Lincoln, metallic blue- 
gray in color, is apparent from the pieces of it that were left at the 
base of the tree. The driver drove away from the scene of the acci- 
dent without reporting it. 





With the hydrant pushed 12 feet from its site, water gushed into the 
air, washed away sand to create a pond approximately 10 feet in di- 
ameter and 6 feet deep, and flowed across Manion Drive at a depth of 
several inches. Passershby who drove through the water alerted “ 
Rocky Bauer, the security/maintenance manager, who alerted Public | 
Works from the City of Warrenton. One of the passersby, Terry An- 
drews, alerted Ken Weber, the chairperson of the Roads and Grounds 
Committee. And a small crowd gathered in the dark to support the 
representative of Public Works, who successfully shut off the flow of water at approximately 10:00 p.m. 












Although it is not known whether speeding was a cause of this particular accident, it is generally known 
that speeding increases the likelihood of such an accident. If you know more about the accident, then 
contact Rocky at 738-0637.

And the cost of removing downed 
trees from the roads and the right-of-way after the winds of November and December has exceeded the amount 
budgeted for this work. The overage will be covered by some of the amount budgeted for repaving.

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Surf Pines Social Calendar: The 
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Board Grants Permission for Removal of Scotch Broom = 


At the regular meeting of the Board of Directors on November 20, 2006, Robert Steinman of Youngs River Tree 
Service informed the board that federal and state funds are available to reclaim and restore habitat for the Ore- 
gon silverspot butterfly (Speyeria zerene hippolyta), a “threatened” species, in the Clatsop Plains Habitat Conser- 
vation Area, which includes parts of Surf Pines. Robert stated that his tree service is preparing to apply for fund- 
ing to remove Scotch broom (Cytisus scoparius) to reclaim habitat not only for the elusive butterfly, but also for 
other wildlife. He explained that his tree service proposes to remove Scotch broom by cutting it several inches 
below ground level without removing other vegetation. The board granted Youngs River Tree Service permission 
to remove Scotch broom from the association’s property. 


Regarding removing Scotch broom from other properties in Surf Pines, the board noted that Youngs River Tree 
Service must obtain permission from the owner of each property. If Robert contacts you for permission to re- 
move Scotch broom from your property, then you have this advance notice of the project.
